FAVERSHAM town centre will be 
closed to traffic three days a week 
despite an outcry from traders. 

District and town councillors voted on 
Monday to reverse traffic down Preston Street, 
allowing for the closure of Court Street, 
Market Street and West Street between 10am 
and 4pm on market days, by way of an exist¬ 
ing gate at the junction of Court Street and 
Crescent Road. 

The motion was passed by a slim six votes to 
four, despite multiple objections from traders 
and residents living in the town centre. 

The directors of the Royal Cinema in 
Faversham, said: “We, as permanent traders, 
are sick of playing second fiddle to the market. 
We cannot stress strongly enough how difficult 
the road closure would make trading.” 

Disabled badge holders were also concerned 
that closing the centre would make access dif¬ 
ficult and residents were worried they would 
no longer be able to reach their garages or col¬ 
lect heavy purchases. 

Currently the whole town centre closes to 
traffic on Saturdays but this scheme would see 
that extended to Tuesdays and Fridays, which 
is a step closer to the full six day pedestriani- 
sation that the town council were requesting. 

In 2004 a survey was taken showing that 
seventy per cent of residents were in favour of 
closing the centre. However the Chamber of 
Commerce undertook their own survey, with 
82 per cent of the 58 businesses surveyed 
against the plan and 55 per cent believing it 
would make business a lot worse as companies

ORGANISERS of this 
year’s record-breaking 
Faversham Hop Festival 
say they need more help to 
secure the event’s future. 

Revellers from across the country 
flocked to the town to enjoy street 
entertainment and the chance to 
sample many fine beers. 

Highlight of the festivities were 
Granny Tourismo, a street act involv¬ 
ing three elderly ‘ladies’ on motorised 
shopping trolleys. 

The weekend passed off peacefully 
with just six arrests, although two 
women had to be treated by St John 
Ambulance staff after they were 
struck by a mobility scooter near 
Market Square on Saturday. 

But committee mem¬ 
ber Ernie Warner 
warned a lack of 
marshals to con¬ 
trol crowds and 
ease bottlenecks 
could pose 
problems next 
year. He said: 

“The people of 
Faversham 
have had a 
weekend of fun 
and top enter¬ 
tainment for free. 

“If they wish the 
festival to continue, 
then we must have more 
people as marshals. 

“We need 100 people over the week¬ 
end to work in shifts. You can’t expect 
volunteers to work all day, so if we 
can get as many as possible it won’t 


be so onerous.” The festival commit¬ 
tee is responsible for two stages and 
events in the centre of town up to 
5pm. Mr Warner said the committee 
had received four complaints about 
events which took place in 
the evening. 

He said: “If people 
wish to complain, 
they should con¬ 
tact Swale coun¬ 
cil’s licensing 
officer.” 

But publi¬ 
cans in the 
town certainly 
weren’t com¬ 
plaining. David 
Thompson, co¬ 
owner of the Old 
Wine Vaults, said: 
‘Everyone had a 
brilliant time. It is to 
the credit of the people of 
Faversham that they can put 
on an event like this. Our takings 
were 20 per cent up on last year.” 

The Railway Hotel was shut on 
Tuesday because staff were worn out 


and the venue had run out of beer. 

Landlord Chris McLean said: 
“Saturday was busier than I’ve ever 
seen it. We had no trouble. Everybody 
was determined to have a good time.”

But it's no fun for festival chairman 


HOP Festival chairman Paul Durkin 
was monitoring sound levels outside 
the house of a man who wasn’t even 
there this weekend. 

This year’s festival was the 20th in 
the town and a resounding success, 
despite complaints one resident in 
previous years. 

As a result of his lobbying, health 
and safety engineer Mr Durkin has 
had to set up the monitoring equip¬ 
ment at the top of Preston Street 
each year to comply with licensing 
regulations. 

But this time, it weas revealed that 
the complainant was not even at 
home on the day of the festival. But 
because of his complaint about noise 


coming from a stage opposite his 
home in 2005. 

At one point, Mr Durkin was the 
only person allowed to set up the 
equipment. 

He said: “If I was ill or broke a leg, 
the festival would have ground to a 
halt. It was ridiculous. 

“Because of the restrictions on our 
licence, somebody has to be on sta¬ 
tion all the time. We have been hand¬ 
cuffed in red tape. 

“Pubs have bands on but there is 
no restrictions on their licence. All we 
wanted was for an experienced sound 
engineer to pull the plug if necessary. 

“This year we’ve had no problems 
and no complaints.”

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Meddlesome byelaws 
make your blood boil

ARCHAIC byelaws relating to rag 
and bone men, fat-melters, gut- 
scrapers and blood-boilers - among 
other things - could soon be 
scrapped by Swale council. 

Government proposals to simplify the system 
of byelaws is expected to see many of Swale’s 
138 historic regulations scrapped. 

Byelaws are local laws made by councils or 
other public bodies to deal with issues specific 
to their area that aren’t already covered by 
existing law. 

Some have been repealed but others have 
been left in force and simply not referred to. 

Currently, potential byelaws must be subject 
to central government approval and public con¬ 
sultation before they can be passed, but the 
new Government is proposing to simplify the 
system so councils don’t need to ask 
Westminster for permission before making or 
scrapping the laws. 

Their scope is quite limited and the most 
recent one for Swale was introduced in April, 
2005, regulating public pleasure grounds, pub¬ 
lic walks and open spaces. 

Local government minister Grant Shapps 
said: “This is part of wider Government plans to 
devolve power straight from Whitehall to com¬ 
munities, so they can improve the quality of 
their area for themselves.” 

The earliest Swale byelaw, dating from 
January 13, 1880, concerns wagons and gates 
and states: “The owner of any wagon, wain, 
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RULE OF LAW: Government plans would make it easier to 
scrap byelaws relating to 'nuisances' from years gone by 


cart, or carriage shall not cause such to be used 
on any main road or highway if any nail on any 
wheel of such wagon project beyond one half of 


an inch above any part of the surface of such 
wheel.” 

Another, introduced in 1959 by Faversham 
council, instructs: “No person shall cause or per¬ 
mit any device for scaring birds by means of 
periodic explosions to be in operation during 
the hours of darkness.” 

Byelaw contraventions are dealt with by 
magistrates’ courts and punishable through 
fines, in this case of up to £5 - a substantial 
amount in the 1950s but not such a deterrent 
nowadays. 

Noisy revellers might be interested to know a 
byelaw set by Kent County Council in 
February, 1924, serves up a £5 punishment if 
any person “on any public coach or vehicle hired 
for the conveyance of pleasure parties and the 
like shall blow any horn or use any noisy 
instrument or make or combine with any other 
person or persons to make any loud singing or 
outcry while passing through any town, village 
or hamlet to the annoyance of residents”. 

Some byelaws, however, still serve a practical 
purpose, regulating hackney carriages, roads 
and buildings, cemeteries, public spaces and 
toilets, schools and tattoo parlours. 

Byelaws were passed in October, 1955, con¬ 
cerning the employment of children and pre¬ 
venting children under the age of 13 to be 
employed, unless fruit picking for their parents, 
and strictly limiting the types of jobs for chil¬ 
dren up to the age of 16. 

If passed, the new plans will allow byelaws to 
be introduced faster and more easily, but cur¬ 
rently the borough council has no plans to 
introduce any new ones.

POLICE have released these CCTV 
images of the teenage bank raiders who 
made off with thousands of pounds from 
a high street bank in Sheemess. 

One of the youths grabbed the bag of 
cash in Lloyds TSB as a security guard 
handed it to a cashier, just before 1pm on 
Friday, August 27. 

The raider is white, aged 15 or 16, 
about 5ft 8in, of medium build and was 
wearing a grey hooded top and white 
trainers. He escaped out the back where 
it is believed his accomplice was waiting 
in an old black BMW. The other youth is 
of a similar age, white and of slim build. 

He was wearing jeans and a dark, knit¬ 
ted bobble hat.

during the day. 

The plans were rejected in favour 
of reversing the flow of traffic in 
Preston Street from Stone Street to 
East Street but due to budget con¬ 
straints this never happened and 
in July the town council asked that 
full pedestrainisation be consid¬ 
ered again, stating: “It seems to 
local government electors that the 
wishes of the majority have been 
overridden by a few unimaginative 
and selfish people who are not pre¬ 
pared to make any effort to make 
Faversham town centre attractive.” 

They argued that full closure was 
more coherent instead of confusing 
drivers with partial measures and 
that it would be easier to police and 
safer for pedestrians. 

There was disagreement within 
the council. Cllr Keith Ferrin said: 
“It is untrue that this works every¬ 
where. Ten thousand high streets 
have been killed off by attempted 
pedestrianisation.” 

However Cllr Adrian Crowther 
said: “In the first few months trade 
will probably dip but on average 
town centres see a fifteen per cent 
rise in business once people learn 
about the changes.” 

Transport officers will now finish 
designing the one way system for 
Preston Street before a date is set 
for closures to begin 


LOUD music and rowdiness have 
landed a Sittingboume woman 
behind bars after she breached her 
second anti-social behaviour injunc¬ 
tion five minutes after it was served. 

Elizabeth Mackrill, 54, was given 
her first ASBI in April after neigh¬ 
bours complained of months of loud, 
drunken behavior from her and her 
partner, Philip Pearson, at his flat on 
St. George’s Avenue, Sheemess. 

After both breached the order, 
Pearson was sent to prison for a fort¬ 
night and Mackrill was given a 
three-month suspended sentence. 

However, on Pearson’s release the 
pair moved their rowdy activities to 
Mackrill’s home at Cavell Way, 
Sittingboume, and landlords Moat 
Housing requested to expand the 
ASBI to include her flat. 

Yet five minutes after serving her 
with a second order on August 13, a 
housing officer heard her turn up the 
music and Mackrill was re-arrested 
and sentenced to a fortnight in 
Bronzefield prison in Middlesex. 


ASBIs are similar to ASBOs, but 
are sought by housing providers 
rather than individuals, in this case 
Pearson’s landlord AmicusHorizon 
Housing, which achieved an unusu¬ 
ally long two-year extension to the 
ban. Gerri Scott, executive director 
of Moat Housing, said: ‘We take a 
strong stance on anti-social behav¬ 
iour and will not tolerate people who 
continue to make life miserable for 
our residents.” 

Tina Grafton, community safety 
officer, said: “We take anti-social 
behaviour very seriously and work 
closely with all our partners, includ¬ 
ing the police, the community and 
social landlords to ensure it is not 
tolerated. 

“This result shows these injunc¬ 
tions have teeth and we will contin¬ 
ue to enforce them wherever neces¬ 
sary to ensure further nuisance is 
not caused to the community.” 

Mackrill is also facing two out¬ 
standing charges for breaches of the 
first ASBI.

Ted said: “It was a long process and very dif¬ 
ficult to choose, but what we now have is a liv¬ 
ing history of the town, something that links in 
the community and the place.

The exhibition has already attracted more 
than 2,500 visitors in its opening weekend. 

The photos are chronologically displayed 
from January 1 to December 31 and juxta¬ 
posed with images of Faversham in the past. 
Subject matter varies from portraits of Bob 
Geldof and vets at work, to a misty morning 
and duck eggs on toast.

Bob Lamoon, co-organiser and contributor, 
said: ‘We genuinely took each photo on the

Nathalie Banaigs first came up with the idea 
in 2007 when she moved to the town from 
Paris. 

This year they were able to expand the show 
thanks to grants from the Heritage Lotteiy 
fund and the borough and county councils 
among others. The hall is open daily from 
10am to 5pm and as well as a program of talks 
and activities exploring Faversham’s rich his- 
toiy, each visitor can take away a free book of 
photos detailing the changing face of the town.

Phil Hibben, neighbourhood inspector, 
urged caution: “Under no circumstances 
should you give your bank details out over 
the phone or at your front door, no matter 
how genuine the caller seems.” 

If you are contacted by someone claiming to 
be from the council, and you are in any doubt, 
you should take their name and position, and 
then phone the council’s tax team on 01795 
417555 to check the information.

Demelza looks east 

DEMELZA children’s hospice at 
Bobbing went global with a slot on 
Japanese TV.

The piece was aired on the News 
Fine programme on Friday and featured 
interviews with director of care Wendy 
Faulknall (pictured above) and the 
Mahon family, whose daughter Jessica 
suffers from cerebral palsy, epilepsy and 
dystonia. 

Mandy Mahon, Jessica’s mother, said: 
“Demelza has been a lifeline for us. We 
know Jessica will be looked after and we 
can have time to ourselves.” 

Maria Bosco from TV Tokyo said: ‘We 
hope the new children’s hospices in 
Japan will be able to see the expert lev¬ 
els of care given at Demelza.” 


A VIOLENT offender who knowing¬ 
ly infected a 19-year-old with HIV 
has been sent to jail for two years. 

Thirty-one-year-old Nicholas Andrew 
Richards of Saffron Way, Sittingboume was 
given two years in prison and a five-year unpro¬ 
tected sex ban after he pleaded guilty to two 
charges of grievous bodily harm. 

In June, 2008, Richards had unprotected sex 
with a teenager from Faversham, despite know¬ 
ing he was HIV positive. 

The young woman only found out she had the 
virus when she fell pregnant and took routine 
blood tests. Luckily, her baby was spared. 

Richards was sentenced to a year in jail and 
given a five-year sexual offences prevention 
order, which forbids him from having unprotect¬ 
ed sex and means he must warn any potential 
partners about his HIV status. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon Wilson of 
mid Kent police, said: “Not only did he knowing¬ 


ly infect a girl with HIV - a disease she will 
have to live with for the rest of her life - but he 
also selfishly put her child at risk, too. 

“The sheer bravery the victim showed in com¬ 
ing forward immediately and giving evidence in 
court helped us secure a conviction against him 
and I pay tribute to her courage.” 

Richards was given an additional year’s 
prison sentence for a separate incident of GBH 
with intent, on April 9, last year, when he 
assaulted a 28-year-old in Gillingham, leaving 
him with a partially severed tongue, bleeding to 
the left side of his brain, a bruised and swollen 
face and a broken nose. 

Det Ch Insp Wilson said: “The crimes commit¬ 
ted by Richards have been both abhorrent and 
callous, with far-reaching consequences for both 
his victims. 

“His vicious attack on a man in Medway 
proves he is a danger to others and I am glad he 
has been brought to justice for his crimes. 

“I would also appeal to others who may have 
fallen prey to this man to report it to police so he 
can be made to face the consequences of his 
actions.”

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Can you tell us a little about yourself and what you do? 


I’m an archaeologist who works with both 
developers and house builders and also 
with students. I trained in archaeology many 
yeas ago at the University of London, where I 
also took graphic design as a course subject. I 
was extremely lucky because at that time 
London was really exciting and I worked as an 
art director with the Beatles and Top of the 
Pops. I worked with Peter Blake designing the 
album cover for the Sgt Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band, I have the platinum disc to 
prove it. 

I left uni with a BA first class honours and 
also a post graduate scholarship to Italy where 
I worked with some of the great names in 
Roman archaeology. When I returned I was 
lucky enough to get a job with the Sunday Times 
as an art director working on special projects 
such as the roman palace at Fishboume. 

About ten years ago I had just finished a five 
year stint as captain of a famous topsail 
schooner called the Charlotte Louise based in 
Malta and the Canaries and went back to uni¬ 
versity - St Andrews in Scotland where I took 
a PhD. 


After completing my 
studies I was offered a three year archaeologi¬ 
cal surveyors contract with Swale Borough 
Council. I walked every field in the district and 
got to know most of the farmers. I was really 
knocked out by the amount of archaeology in 
the area and when I came across a derelict 
oast house, I bought it and obtained planning 
permission for the field school. The house was 
originally granted to the QE school by Queen 
Elizabeth during the dissolution of the monas¬ 
teries and this was the first time it had been 
sold since. I set up the archaeological school 
myself but now we have specialists from all 
around the world teaching courses.

My PhD was based on the port of Faver- 
sham so I moved here and spent several 
years going through the excellent medieval

the area and the results were so exciting I per¬ 
suaded the trustees to allow us to investigate.

What have you found so far? 


What has been the most memorable dig you've been on? 


A I have found the site of a Roman town. It is 
probably called Durolevum because, believe 
it or not, we have medieval copies of Roman 
road maps and the location of Durolevum fits 
with Syndale Park. We are excavating on the 
edge of the town so we have all sorts of burials, 
industrial kilns, roadside shops all mixed up 
together - but what we are really getting excit¬ 
ed about is underneath all this I may have the 
Roman invasion fort of Claudius. We looked 
for it with Time Team a few years ago and it 
seem we were looking in the wrong place. 


A Earlier this year - I was invited for the 
third year running to organise an archaeo¬ 
logical dig in the world famous Palace of Nero 
just outside Pompeii. The archaeology was fan¬ 
tastic. The original excavations stopped at the 
eruption levels in 79AD but we were exploring 
the republican villa underneath. It’s a bit like 
getting the chance to excavate Buckingham 
palace 2,000 years in the future.

What happens next? 


A We will continue digging next week and then 
everything will be recorded, photographed, 
surveyed and reburied. It’s too expensive to 
keep sites open as you have to protect the arti¬ 
facts, so because of the weather most sites are 
reburied and closed.

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Closure of library 
service defended 


Ancient parchments reveal 
medieval land settlements

KENT County Council has defended its 
decision to shut down its school library 
service (SLS). 

Cambridgeshire closed its SLS earlier 
this year and the one in Oxfordshire 
shut several years ago. 

The library was in Kings Hill, so 
schools in towns miles away had to send 
someone to collect the books they needed 
and later return them. 

Under a new ticket scheme, school 
staff can visit their local library to bor¬ 
row an allocation of books. 

Janet Davies, family and lifelong 
learning services manager at KCC, said: 
“We continually work to improve access 
to our services. From September we will 
be offering free loans to all Kent schools 
through our libraries countywide under 
the new ticket system. 

Wider range 

‘We want all schools to be able to ben¬ 
efit from access to high quality library 
books. This new ticket will replace the 
library advisory service, which many 
schools found difficult to access. 

“Schools will now be able to borrow up 
to 100 books from any public library in 
Kent. Itt will be easier for them to enjoy 
our books and will have a wider range of 
titles available. 

“The new service allows staff from the 
school to come in and borrow books from 
their local library, or for school classes to 
come in and choose their own. 

“Multiple copies of a book can also be 
made available by reserving in advance. 

“In addition to providing books, we are 
continuing to support schools with class 
visits, homework clubs, reading groups 
and a range of activities and events.” 


UNIVERSITY of Kent archivists 
have unearthed a treasure trove of 
medieval Kentish land deeds in a 
box in the basement. 

Steve Holland, head of special collections for 
the Templeman Library at the Canterbury cam¬ 
pus, discovered 15 medieval deeds on August 19 
while attempting to catalogue a backlog of 
donated items. 

The box was a late addition to the Baldwin 
Collection, an assortment of local history books 
and papers bequeathed to the library by the late 
historian Ronald A. Baldwin. 

Jane Gallagher, special collections assistant, 
said: “Steve spotted a 19th century deed in the 
box and brought it up for me to look at. We start¬ 
ed going through the other envelopes and 
realised, ‘Oh my God, this is Henry VI’.” 

Staff are still in the early stages of investigat¬ 
ing the find. Ms Gallagher said: “I’ve transcribed 
some of the earlier ones roughly and we will be 
in touch with the Cathedral paleographers to 
look at the more complex pieces. It’s not just 
translating, you also need to be able to read the 
handwriting.” 

The earliest parchment dates from 1425 dur¬ 
ing the reign of the boy-king Henry VI. John 
Marchaunt paid £50 to Thomas Hunter, over-

Later documents deal with land in 
Hastingleigh, Elmsted and Stockbury during 
the reigns of Henry VII, Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth I. 

A 1609 parchment details a disagreement 
between the Shorts and the Barkers over a 


piece of land 
near Chatham, 
which was 
taken to 

Westminster 
and settled by 
James I’s royal 
law courts. 

St Mary Hall 
and Allhallows 
were sold in 1657 during the commonwealth for 
the sum of £1,240 and an annual rent of “one 
peppercorne att the feast of St Michaerll 
Tharchangell”. The most recent deed is yet to be 
transcribed but concerns an agreement between 
Strood and Chatham in 1692. 

Ms Gallagher said: “It’s a very large docu¬ 
ment, in English and signed by each of the par¬ 
ties - five sizeable seals attached, one for each 
individual. This demonstrates how ordinary 
people were increasingly able to afford and 
access legal services.” 

The deeds are veiy specific, so while they may 
be of interest to family historians and area 
researchers, they have a wider historical value. 

Ms Gallagher explained: “They can be useful 
in understanding the relationships between 
people and seeing who was in charge at the 
time. You can speculate on their reasons for sell¬ 
ing the land. A few mention women; wives and 
widows, which is interesting because it was pre¬ 
dominantly men who dealt with land.” 

The library is seeking funding to have the doc¬ 
uments stored but once catalogued they hope 
the deeds will be available for public display.

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Kent patients miss out 
on vital diabetes pump 


AN NHS “postcode lottery” has 
been blamed for diabetes patients 
in Kent missing out on the full 
range of available treatments. 

The Medical Technology Group (MTG) - a 
coalition of patient groups, research charities 
and medical manufacturers - claims only a 
tiny percentage of diabetics currently receive 
insulin pump therapy as an alternative to 
injections. 

Recommended for people suffering from type 1 
diabetes, the treatment is only currently being 
used by 0.25 per cent of patients in the NHS 
Medway region - well below the 12 per cent

national target set by the National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excellence (NICE). 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent figure is only 
moderately higher at 1.5 per cent, while the 
uptake at NHS West Kent is 5.7 per cent. 

The national average is 3.9 per cent. 

John Davis is the founder of insulin pump 
awareness group Input, which is a member of 
the MTG. 

He said: “Access to a treatment as important 
as insulin pumps should not be dependent on 
where you live. 

“Insulin pumps have been recommended by 


NICE as they are an efficient use of the NHS’s 
resources and can have a dramatic impact on 
patients’ quality of life and clinical outcomes. 

“The MTG is campaigning to improve patient 
access to insulin pumps by ensuring eveiy per¬ 
son with type 1 diabetes - no matter where they 
live - receives the specialist care they need.” 

Insulin pumps are small devices attached to 
a patient’s waist which feed insulin into the 
body via a plastic tube as and when needed. 

All three of Kent’s primary care trusts told 
KOS Media they were committed to providing 
all available treatments for type 1 patients. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said it was 
currently funding 46 people to receive insulin 
pump therapy and that it was working hard to

increase provision and support. 

NHS West Kent admitted it was a “lengthy 
and complicated” process to transfer patients 
to the alternative treatment, but said uptake 
had increased considerably over the last few 
years and that nobody who meets the NICE 
criteria is turned away. 

A spokesman for NHS Medway said the 
uptake rate of insulin pump therapy had risen 
to one per cent since the MTG survey was 
taken, and that patients work with specialists 
at Medway Hospital to decide which treat¬ 
ment will suit them best.

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M6 toll could warn 
of crossing's future 

INFLATION-busting charges on the M6 
toll road are proof that motorists need to be 
protected by any sale of the Dartford cross¬ 
ing, campaigners warn. 

Last October the previous Labour 
government announced plans to offload the 
crossing to the private sector as part of a 
portfolio of “non-financial assets”, but the 
new Con-Lib coalition has yet to make a 
decision on its fate. 

Should the sale get the go-ahead, the 
Campaign for Better Transport has 
warned against giving whoever purchases 
the development the power to set toll 
charges as high as they like. 

This week the group published its report 
on the M6 toll road in the West Midlands, 
where motorists were hit with above-infla¬ 
tion price increases as a result of its private 
owner losing money. 

Roads campaigner Richard George said: 
“It’s important any sale of the Dartford cross¬ 
ing is regulated. The Government should 
learn from the M6 toll road. 

“It was built to help reduce congestion on 
the M6 and started off at £2 to use. But 
every year the company that owns it raised 
the toll above inflation because it wasn’t 
making as much money as it thought it 
would. 

“It now costs £5 to use the road, six years 
after it was opened. If such a situation was 
to occur at Dartford, it could be a lot worse, 
because most people don’t have an option 
but to use the crossing.” 

Congestion 

When the QEII Bridge was built almost 
20 years ago, the Toiy government of the 
time promised motorists would not be 
charged to cross the Thames once the con¬ 
struction cost was met. 

However, the tolls remained once the 
debt was cleared in 2003 and in 2008 road- 
users were even hit with increased charges 
at certain times of the day. 

Mr George warned that congestion and 
pollution at the crossing could also get 
worse if it is sold to a private company. 

“One of the major issues that arose from 
our study of the M6 toll road was that 
there was concern from people living local¬ 
ly that the operators had been encouraging 
more development in an attempt to 
increase traffic,” he said. 

“Such a situation at Dartford would be 
bad for the M25 and surrounding roads. 

“The needs of a private company are 
often very different to the needs of local 
people, so the Government is going to have 
to strike a balance.” 

A Department for Transport spokes¬ 
woman said no decisions would be made 
about the future of the Dartford crossing 
until after the Comprehensive Spending 
Review has been published next month.

Site visit unearths 
major historic find 

TWO gold bracelets unearthed after 
almost 3,000 years were spotted by 
chance. 

The items were left buried under the 
Kent soil for thousands of years, but 
after a leading archaeological expert vis¬ 
ited an excavation site, he spotted them 
on top of earth already moved during the 
big road dig. 

The discovery is so important, it is set 
to be filmed by the BBC for its Digging 
for Britain programme.

Ramsgate and 

Sandwich, the biggest archaeological 
excavation in the country this year. 

And all that historic ‘treasure’ means 
the experts are learning a huge amount 
about how people were living on the Isle 
of Thanet from earliest times. 

The ‘Indiana Jones’ teams have found 
prehistoric burial monuments, Iron Age 
enclosures and a village that would have 
watched the Roman invasion, plus 
Saxon cemeteries, tracks and the 
remains of a shellfish processing site. 

These late-Bronze Age bracelets date 
from around 700BC. They were sitting 
on top of a pile of earth dug from a trench 
when Kent County Council principal 
archaeological officer, Simon Mason, 
found them while on a site visit with a 
small group of colleagues. 

He said: “It was incredible - a really 
exciting find. I couldn’t believe it when I 
saw them. It’s the first time I’ve found 
gold in 30 years as an archaeologist. 

“They looked too good to be real. I 
picked them up and took them over to 
my colleagues and said: What do you 
make of these?’ 

“They were quite tarnished to start 
with. When we washed them and 
cleaned them we realised they were 
something special.” 

The time teams believe they had once 
been worn by children and may have 
been worship offerings, placed near to 
water. They were found together, one 
pushed inside the other.

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Teacher 'stressed 
by need to keep 
up with others' 

AS staff and pupils gear up to start the 
new academic year, new research from 
the University of Kent has pin-pointed 
what makes teaching so stressful. 

Julian Childs carried out his research 
over a period of three months as part of 
his PHD studies in social psychology. 

Almost 200 teachers from around the 
country completed his questionnaire 
twice in three months, answering ques¬ 
tions about their working environment, 
their goals and their general health. 

Results showed that teachers who set 
their own high standards had greater 
levels of well-being than teachers who 
had high standards imposed on them. 

Teachers focused on developing their 
career displayed more mental energy 
and investment than teachers who felt 
they were in competition with others. 

Julian said: “Of the teachers we spoke 
to, we discovered that most only suffered 
from burnout if they were highly 
stressed. Yet teachers who thought other 
people wanted them to be perfect had 
high burnout and low well-being.” 

The report suggests that teachers who 
want to be happier shouldn’t try to 
please everyone and should be consulted 
closely when setting targets and making 
major changes to their roles. 

Julian Stanley, chief executive of 
Teacher Support Network, said: “Stress 
is the leading cause of work-related ill¬ 
ness in the UK education sector. We 
believe that great teachers are made in 
part by their working environments. 

“Teachers must be fully supported and 
developed throughout their careers, but 
not overworked, so that they, and our 
children, can reach their full potentials.”

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Mayors drive up town hall fuel His 


THEY visit your flower show, lay 
wreaths on Memorial Day and 
welcome visitors to your town 
from far and wide, but are our 
mayors really value for money? 

Unlike those with undeniable decision¬ 
making powers like London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, the men and women we see 
bedecked in gold at various civic events are 
little more than ceremonial figureheads for 
the councils they represent. 

But that doesn’t stop local authorities 
spending thousands of pounds every year 
ferrying them about the county in gas-guz¬ 
zling vehicles the likes of which most of us 
can only dream of owning. 

Information provided to KOS Media 
through requests made under the Freedom 

KENT County Council has spent almost £200 r 000 on 
chauffeurs' wages since April, 2005. 

Despite not having a mayor to send to various civic 
events, the authority still provides transport for 
group managing director Katherine Kerswell, council 
chairman Bill Hayton and other cabinet members and 
senior councillors. 

It also spends an average of £9,400 a year on 
petrol for chauffeur-driven cars. 

A KCC spokesman said: "We are committed to pro¬ 
viding the most cost-effective means of transport for 
elected members and senior officers. For many jour¬ 
neys the car is often the most economical means of 
travel compared with other forms of transport, such 
as taxis and trains. 

"We remain confident our small fleet of cars, with 
drivers employed on a casual basis, represents good 
value and is appropriate given the demands placed on 
elected members."

of Information Act shows Kent’s district and 
borough councils spend anywhere between 
£1,000 and £7,000 per year on petrol expense 
claims for chauffeur-driven vehicles alone. 

When you factor in the wages of the drivers 
themselves - who sometimes perform other 
civic duties - the annual costs soar into the 
tens of thousands of pounds. 

For instance, Medway council spent £15,663 
on mayoral fuel costs over the last five years, 
but £231,513 on the combined salaries of two 
civic and ceremonial officers. 

“The use of chauffeur-driven, mayoral or 
civic cars is a luxury that will not go down 
well with taxpayers, many of whom are 
struggling with the rising cost of living,” said 
Emma Boon of the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

“There will be situations where council 
staff legitimately have to claim for petrol, but 
local authorities in Kent must do everything 
they can to keep these costs down.” 

Mayors have formed an important part of 
community life in Britain for hundreds of 
years, but only a few have any real power. 

And despite sometimes chairing council meet¬ 
ings and getting to dress in robes and chains, 
they are actually just like any other member 
of the local authority on which they serve. 

Cllr Patrick Coleman has been a member 
of Dartford council for the past 35 years and 
is currently enjoying his third stint as mayor. 

He told KOS Media that although some 
members of the public do not support the role, 
most were unaware of the good it does for the 
community and the money it raises for charity. 

He said: “In my opinion it’s not a great deal 
of money and it keeps going a tradition that 
has always been a British way of life. 


Take a tour of couple's 
green conversion home 


A GREEN-MINDED couple who 
upgraded their mid-Victorian 
home with energy-efficient tech¬ 
nology are opening their doors as 
part of the Heritage Open Days 
scheme. 

Claire and Jonathon Wright were faced 
with tens of thousands of pounds of renova¬ 
tions when they moved into their neglected 
1870s Victorian semi on St Ann’s Road in 
Faversham. 

Now visitors can take a free guided tour of 
the house this weekend and see some of the 
changes which have reduced their gas bills 
by a third. 

Claire said: “When we moved in there was 
water seeping through the walls and a bro¬ 
ken down boiler. We thought since we were 
re-rendering anyway why not insulate at the 
same time? 

“It’s important to us to try and minimise 
our environmental impact and reduce our 
dependence on resources which will only get 
more expensive with time.” 

The couple, in their mid-30s, installed loft 
and wall insulation, a condensing boiler and 
solar hot water panels on their roof. 

Despite the lack-lustre sunshine the couple 
haven’t needed to turn on the heater at all 
this summer. 

The conversions haven’t come cheap but 
Claire hopes the open day will inspire other 
home-owners to reduce their carbon foot¬ 
prints. 

“It cost more than it would have otherwise; 
where we would have spent £15,000 on the 
walls we spent about £23,000, and the boiler 
was £3,000.

“There are government subsidies for mod¬ 
em houses but no grants for older walls 
which I think is a real oversight. 

“Not everyone can afford to build a Grand 
Designs super home and why should they 
when there are so many older properties that 
just need some simple conversions?” 

The house will be open this Saturday and 
Sunday, September 11-12, from 2-5pm and a 
tour lasts between 20 and 30 minutes. 


“We look to make between £10,000 and 
£20,000 every year for charity, with most of the 
money coming from civic events that are now 
rarely funded by the council.” 

This year Cllr Coleman has pledged to raise 
money for the Little Buds baby unit at Darent 
Valley Hospital, the north-west Kent branch of 
the Life counselling service for women, Bexley 
and Dartford Samaritans, and the House of 
Mercy homeless hostel. 

And despite having his fuel costs covered for 
him, Cllr Coleman insists his position is far 
from a cushy number. 

“I’ve done it three times and at the end of 
every year I’ve been out of pocket,” he said. “I do 
it because I feel I have the ability to add some¬ 
thing to the borough as its mayor.”

Kent's further education system needs a thorough revision, believes Gary Wright... 



THE other week I wrote about how I 
couldn’t understand the huge pressure 
there is on 18-year-olds to get into 
university at any cost - including that 
£21,000 debt after three years. 

My attention has now been drawn to the scandalous 
way many 16-year-olds are being treated. Here’s a little 
publicised fact for you: did you know that almost every 
secondaiy school in Kent with a sixth form forbids any 
visits or input by colleges? 

That means year 11 pupils don’t really get the chance 
to see what else is on offer. The school provides its sixth 
form option and the pupil makes a choice. 

A cynic might say this is to ensure schools retain the 
funding for two more years - most college bosses would 
agree. And our children are really being let down. 

The first let down is the fact that the average sixth 
form is not particularly vocational. Nor does their one- 
size-fits-all approach to A-levels suit many. 

I know of two cases where youngsters had to choose 
four A-level subjects and were told they could drop one 
after a year. Photography A-levels were offered to 
youngsters who had no interest at all. 

So students are forced to choose the A-levels available 
rather than the ones they may wish to take. A case of 
youngsters having to fit the system rather than a 
system geared up to individual needs. 

But what happens if your child doesn’t meet the 
grades for sixth form? Bear in mind you are dealing 
with an individual who has geared his life and 
expectations, driven by the school, for the next two

years to a place in sixth form. I will illustrate this with 
one school: Norton Knatchbull in Ashford. A decent 
boys’ grammar with an above average record in pupils 
attaining five grade Cs or above at GCSE, one of the 
main benchmarks for schools. Knatchbull insists its 
sixth formers will need eight grade Cs or above to get 
in. They must achieve Bs in subjects they wish to take 
at A-level and a minimum of Cs in English and maths. 

In one case this year a pupil has managed only a D in 
maths and has been told two days before term begins 
that there is no place for him because the sixth form 
‘could be filled twice over”. 

He was never warned about this, so a week after 
learning his results has begun the search for a college 
place. And the school admits it doesn’t allow colleges to 
access its pupils. Additionally, when it was accused by 
his parents of casting someone aside because his exam 
results were a little low, the master agreed. 

To me this is more worrying than the way pupils are 
forced through an academic system which results in a 
£20,000 debt for what in many cases is a useless degree. 

So, the warning for all GCSE pupils and their parents 
is clear: take a look at what colleges can offer and do not 
assume sixth form is best. 

I believe it’s the fault of the system that has evolved 
and a teaching staff geared up to retaining their income 
rather than what’s best for their students. Either they 
know it’s failing the students and they can’t be bothered 
to change it, or they are so out of touch that they don’t 
recognise how badly they are letting youngsters down. 

Colleges must be allowed access to our secondary 
schools - and schools must do more for those 
individuals who fall below their predicted results.

Road signs clutter 
countryside views 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) was celebrating 
moves by the GovemmentThe 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) was celebrating 
moves by the Government to take 
action on signage clutter. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles and Transport Secretary 
Philip Hammond are writing to 
councils to ask them to ‘cut the 
clutter’, echoing calls first made by 
CPRE in 1996 in its 
groundbreaking report, The 
Cluttered Countryside. 

Clutter needs to be tackled in 
both rural and urban areas. With 
every local council in England 
drawing up new Local Transport 
Plans, this welcome move by Eric 
Pickles and Philip Hammond could 
not be better timed. Clutter is not 
just ugly - it is expensive and 
distracts drivers. 

CPRE believes that the greatest 
potential to cut clutter is on minor 
country roads and residential 
streets. Due to a one-size fits all 
approach, these are often treated 
the same as main roads, despite 
different needs. 

In 2006, a survey by CPRE 
Hampshire of a seven-mile section 
of the B3006 in the South Downs 
National Park revealed there were 
on average of 45 signs per mile. 

The branch is now working with 
Hampshire council to reduce the 
number of signs and use locally 
distinctive features to calm traffic. 

A sign added here and there 
over time can become a forest of 
traffic signals. Strong policies 
against cluttered streets and lanes 
need to be backed up by clutter 
audits to assess the problem. With 
public spending limited and the 
public calling for action, it makes 
sense to encourage community 
groups to assess and address the 
problem in the local areas they 
know best.

IF you want to stay on top in busi¬ 
ness today it’s crucial to master the 
modem skill of networking. 

These are the reasons why networking has 
become so important to small businesses: 

1. Networking is seen in this current financial 
climate as low or no-cost marketing. 

2. Networking is seen as the opposite to hard¬ 
sell and cold-calling. 

3. Networking is seen as a ‘social’, more com¬ 
fortable or easier way to gain customers, with¬ 
out having to sell or be sold to. 

But there’s a problem with that: 

1. Networking isn’t cheap. 

2. Without skill, networking is random and 
produces random results. 

3. Without a clear strategy and the skills to 
back it up, networking produces a lame bit of 
PR of questionable value. 

More mature professionals are often quite 
comfortable socialising. They enjoy it, even. 
But the rules have ALL changed. 

My father was a Rotarian for 44 years. He 
would have shuddered at the thought of ‘sell¬ 
ing’ to his club colleagues, and yet, in his day, 
they all bought from each other. The loyalty 
was staggering. Not any more. 

Networking is, to put it politely, a free-for-all. 
(Virtually) anyone can turn up, and sometimes 
the competition is fierce! 

Standing out is the first hurdle. What every 
networker wants to ensure is that they get 
noticed and remembered. And if you’re just one 
of 27 grey suits, how do you make that happen? 

How can you leave the meeting having made 
a lasting impression? How can you ensure that 
in the crowd, when they think, ‘Oh, there’s that 
great accountant I met’, yours will be the

name that springs to mind? 

Your name and the name of your business need 
to be front of mind when people think ‘account¬ 
ant’; just like everyone chants McDonald’s, when 
they think fast food or burgers. 

So how can you and your business achieve this 
pole position? It’s all about influence. 

We used to call it ‘selling’. Now, we’re more 
sophisticated and we call it ‘influencing’. 

Building profitable relationships in business is 
down to one thing: your ability to influence the 
other person. It always has been. It’s just that 
now, the psychology around it has changed. 

We need a consistent system. These are the 
stages of the process. When you get them right, 
profits flow as a consequence. When you get them 
wrong, there’s often a great deal of disappoint¬ 
ment and a dent to the bank balance. 

• Preparation. 

• Entering the room. 

• Shaking hands. 

• What to talk about. 

• What to say. 

• How to listen. 

• How to identify who has potential to buy or 
refer. 


• How to get into a rapport - with anyone. 

• How to match the conversational style and 
needs of the other person. 

• How to influence without overtly selling. 

• How to identify those people with whom a 
profitable relationship is most likely to be built. 

• How to avoid the seven cardinal sins of net¬ 
working. 

• Understanding the rules of the game and 
checking that they do too. 

Which brings me to the best-kept secret of face- 
to-face networking: online follow-up - the way to 
multiply results and make more money. 

Exactly how and when you follow up your ini¬ 
tial meeting is crucial. Your follow-up email or 
phone call can make or break the relationship. 

Send them a salesy email and they’ll hate you 
for it. Offer to help or ask a great question and 
they’ll pay more attention and like you more.

the little bits and pieces the big 
places don’t bother with. They are 
interested in the big machines 
and gadgets.

ELVEY Farm is a medieval 
farmhouse in a magical setting 
in the village of Pluddey and a 
visit there is like stepping back 
in time, writes Nick Ames. 

Meridian TV’s Jeff Moody is the 
man behind one of the county’s top 
venues when it comes to stylish din¬ 
ing and last Christmas opened the 
restaurant. 

Since then Jeff and his partner 
Simon have been amazed at the 
number of people who come to eat at 
their restaurant. 

“We see so many familiar faces,” 
said Jeff. “Some people come back 
week after week, which is lovely 
because you get to know them.” 

The restaurant is in a 16th-century 
bam and enjoys a wealth of period 
features and views over the fields.

Jeff said he wanted a new chal¬ 
lenge and the chance to be his own 
boss after years as a TV reporter. 

He said: “Being independent has 
given us the chance to experiment 


and ensure that we keep to local 
recipes and produce. 

“Our motto is ‘Kentish to the Core’ 
and that includes making sure even 
the soap is made locally. 

‘We think it’s extremely important 
to do this. Our meat comes from a 
farm just down the road in Smarden 
and our fish is caught off Hythe. 

“The Old Kentish recipes are all 
faithful recreations alongside our 
own creations. 

“For instance, the watercress lady’s 
lunch is in honour of a local ghost - 
an elderly lady who smoked a pipe 
and drank gin, but set herself on fire 
and then drowned after jumping into 
a stream to try and put the fire out. 

“It’s a duck breast salad with 
juniper berries and marinated in gin. 
This is just one of the advantages of 
being an independent business. We 
can try out different things and 
express ourselves.” 

Jeff added that he was very happy 
in his role as a restauranteur and 
guesthouse owner. 

“I spent a long time in TV, both 
BBC and ITV2,” he said. “But now 
I’m doing what I always wanted - 
being my own boss and having the 
chance to express myself and do 
what I want to do.”

WHAT’S the most important part 
of your new car? Miles to the gal¬ 
lon, resale value, CD system? 

No. If you intend to drive any distance, com¬ 
fortable, supportive seating is number one. 

After 30-odd years of driving, I’ve lost count 
of the back trouble I’ve suffered due directly 
to rubbish seating in cars. 

For me it’s top priority and drivers who suf¬ 
fer the same problem should remember it as 
they sign the cheque for their shiny new motor. 

So, the only thing I was going to criticise 
about the Hyundai Santa Fe was the driver’s 
seat: electrically adjustable, leather, heated, 
so it should have been easy to get comfortable. 

But it wasn’t. I needed more lumbar sup¬ 
port and cussed it a few times until the eighth 
day (and almost 900 miles later), as I pre¬ 
pared to return it to Hyundai, I discovered - 
conveniently placed on the side of the seat - 
two buttons... to alter lumbar support. 

How I missed it I will never know. Perhaps 
it was the fact that it was loaned for a week- 
long holiday in Norfolk and I was on my way 
within hours of taking delivery. 

But I can confirm that for the final few 
miles in my stewardship the seat was finally 
comfortable, perhaps it could have done with 
a fraction more side support when taking 
bends, but it would be churlish to complain. 

So, the Santa Fe is a fine 4x4, good-looking 
in the same way Merc off-roaders manage 
and - I’ll whisper this - it’s a bargain. 

Ignore the green anti 4x4 brigade and con¬ 
sider the Santa Fe - a good-looking estate car 
with stacks of space and rugged 4x4 when the 
going gets tough. 

Hyundai provided a top-spec CRD with 
seven leather-trimmed seats and a smooth

six-speed auto box, which lists at £25,705. 

Its 194bhp 2.2 litre diesel actually feels 
much bigger and, even with auto, she’ll tow 
2,000kg. 

The lower spec Style starts at just over 
£21,620, so we are talking value here. 

The green dashboard ECO light comes on 
when you’re driving sensibly, 2,000 rpm 
means about 70 in 6th, so mid 30mpg is easy. 

It feels as familiar as a Ford Fiesta to drive, 
and despite the size, is easy to manoeuvre. 
The indicator and wiper stalks are on the 
‘wrong 5 side, like old Japanese cars, as is the 
South Korean way, but you soon get used to it. 

The seven-seat option was perfect for a 
week’s holiday with three teenagers. On the 
journey to Norfolk they sat in the back, and 
the load compartment swallowed enough lug¬ 
gage for the trip and the self-levelling suspen¬ 
sion kept the whole car in shape. 

In Norfolk I spent a lot of time on country 
roads doing 30-50 mph. It’s not a sports car and 


I wouldn’t drive it as such. She rolled a bit more 
in comers than a saloon or estate but slow in 
accelerate out on bends meant swift progress 
with a minimum of passenger discomfort. 

The Santa Fe has specific MP3 and iPod 
sockets to play through the decent stereo, 
which forms part of a neat, tidy dash, bathed 
in blue light, which I like. 

Will she off-road? Yes, I think so. A couple of 
passing places in narrow lanes had me wel¬ 
coming the electrically folding door mirrors 
and I had a couple of the wheels ‘off-road’. 

I discovered you could turn off the ESP and 
engage the diff lock to get muddy but I didn’t 


need to. The biggest benefit though for my 
return to Kent and its terrible road surfaces 
was the sensibly profiled road tyres on hand¬ 
some alloys. No pothole fears with this baby. 

The likes of Kia and Hyundai have come on 
massively in the past 10 years and they make 
cracking motors now that compete with the 
best and with their gold-plated warranties 
they are now world bestsellers. Enough said. 

My tip would be choose according to your 
dealer. Many are brilliant, some may not be, 
so ask around and trust your instinct.

Peugeot finally gives table 
a thump with new 5008 



ROAD TEST 


THERE probably isn’t a lot of 
Gallic shoulder-shrugging and 
table thumping at Peugeot. 

But the ‘quiet man’ of the French motor 
industry has waved its arms around lately 
with: a Nissan Qashqai riposte (3008), a stun¬ 
ning rival to the Audi TT (RCZ Coupe), a super¬ 
car concept and plans to take the ‘Lion Brand’ 
from NolO to No7 in global production volumes 
within five years by launching 14 new models. 

Oh, and it just did an about face and 
launched a proper people carrier and it’s one of 
the best - the seven-seat 5008 (from £17,495). 

Marketed as “Enjoyed by families - loved by 
drivers” it mostly gets away with it too, 
although any MPV is bound to stretch the 
latter point and the 5008 is outclassed by a 
Ford S-Max on a winding rural road, but the 
Ford can’t match the Peugeot’s ride quality, so 
it comes down to personal preference. 

The executive class cabin features exemplary 
fit and finish - Peugeot has raised its game 
here lately - plus the vital versatility that 
MPV buyers demand. 

The 5008 has good individual seating for 
seven or multiple permutations - helped by the 


sliding mechanism on the three second row 
chairs - and with all five rear seats capable of 
folding flat for van duties. 

Rarely for this sector, the rearmost pair 
also takes adults rather than being restricted 
to passengers who keep asking Dad “are we 
there yet?” when he’s already ratty from hav¬ 
ing to buy an MPV. 

Not surprisingly, the flagship Exclusive 
spec test car with a 1.6-litre HDi llObhp 
diesel helped first impressions with its 
full-length panoramic roof plus powered 
sunblind and head-up display showing speed 
and a distance alert for the car in front 
reflected in your sight line. 

However, the test car’s six-speed EGC (elec¬ 
tronic gearbox controlled) transmission had me 
in two minds - much the same can be said for 
the device itself. 

On paper, this clutchless manual delivers 
better and greener performance than the 
manual for just £400, but the fully auto 
changes are jerky and erratic. Buy it if you 
mostly prefer manual changes and would use 
auto only in town traffic - don’t buy if you 
habitually drive an automatic because it won’t 
be smooth enough in most situations.

Construction slowdown 
bad news for builders 


A NOTED fall in construction orders in 
recent weeks is bad news for the indus¬ 
try, the Federation of Master Builders 
(FMB) has said. 

Recent reports say seven per cent more 
surveyors have reported a fall in total 
construction workloads during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors found public hous¬ 
ing and other municipal works were the 
worst-affected sectors, probably as a 
result of cuts in government spending. 

Additionally, the latest Markit/CIPS 
Construction Purchasing Managers’ 
Index shows UK construction activity 
slowed to its weakest level in four 
months in July. 

Brian Berry, director of external affairs 
at the FMB, said: “Sadly, none of this is a 
total surprise as it reflects the feedback 
we have been getting from our members 
about the building industry suffering 
because there is less government money 
available for capital projects.” 

However, he went on to say that the 
Government’s green deal, which will see 
26 million homes refitted, could poten¬ 
tially offer new job opportunities. 

Mortgage rise fails to 
turn market forecast 

THE number of mortgages being grant¬ 
ed is up on the month - but down on the 
same period last year. 

But it has led to some reports the hous¬ 
ing market is heading for a double dip 
recession after it was revealed that the 
lending figure was the second lowest 
ever, compared with payments. 

Gross mortgage lending increased by 
five per cent, to £13.6 billion, in July - up 
from the £12.9 billion seen in June, but 
lower than the £14 billion in July, 2009. 

CML economist Paul Samter said it is 
difficult to see any particular speed 
being injected into the market for the 
rest of the year, with low lending and 
transaction levels dragging things down. 

“But for most home owners, the situa¬ 
tion is not that bleak,” he said. “The vast 
majority of households continue to pay 
their mortgages in full every month, and 
many have benefited from the record low 
interest rates.” 

The margin between mortgage rates 
and the cost of funding to lenders 
through the swap rate market is at an 
all-time high, research from Moneyfacts 
recently suggested. 



Buyers choose comfort 
over green technology

A SURVEY of estate agents has 
revealed the kind of features that 
homebuyers look for when choos¬ 
ing a new home. 

And surprisingly, tastes have not been too 
heavily influenced by environmental consider¬ 
ations. 

In this age of green living, when recycling 
and global warming are at the forefront of the 
news, features such as solar panels and views 
of eco-friendly wind turbines etc were consid¬ 
ered the least appealing, whereas enhance¬ 
ments such as conservatories came out on top. 

The research was conducted on behalf of 
Specflue, a UK supplier of flue, stove and 
chimney products, and asked experts what 
makes a property appealing to potential pur¬ 
chasers. 

More than 80 per cent of estate agents rated 
a conservatory as the feature most likely to 
appeal to a purchaser, in comparison to solar 
panels and wind turbines only scoring 14 per 
cent and three per cent respectively. 

Gemma Collins, spokeswoman for Elephant 
Windows in Kent, said: “I am not overly 
shocked by these results, as although the prop¬ 
erty market is currently on a rollercoaster ride 
and finances are uncertain with the ever loom¬ 
ing effects of the recession, our sales in conser¬ 
vatories have almost doubled. 

“What once could have been named the ulti¬ 
mate luxury within a household has now 
become affordable and can actually add thou¬ 
sands of pounds to the price of a property, 
especially as there are now products such as 
A-Rated windows. 

“These types of windows can lower the loss 
of thermal heat that leaks through building 
fabric, thus fulfilling its environmentally 
friendly role to reassure the consumer, whilst 
still looking aesthetically pleasing to the eye.”

The results of the survey also indicated lux¬ 
ury additions such as wood-burning stoves 
and wet rooms are among the top priorities 
when looking for a new home. 

Peter Maskell, managing director of Brock 
Taylor Estate Agents, added: “These findings 
clearly show the features that appeal to poten¬ 
tial purchasers. People’s tastes have become 
considerably more sophisticated over the last 
10 years and buyers now search the market¬ 
place with a specific wish list in mind.” 



Check home insurance small print 


HOMEOWNERS should talk to an insurance 
provider before taking out home insurance, in 
case they are unaware of some clauses which 
affect the outcomes of deals, say experts. 

The British Insurance Brokers’ Association 
(BIBA) says it is concerned that many people 
are unaware that home insurance policies 
have differing occupancy clauses, which gener¬ 
ally sets a maximum number of days that you 
are allowed to leave a property empty. 

BIBA technical and corporate affairs execu¬ 
tive Graeme Trudgill explained that home- 


owners need to take advice on what they will 
be required to do if they intend on exceeding 
this occupancy clause. 

He said: “Lots of people don’t get advice. 
They just go online, find the cheapest thing 
and click ‘buy’. 

“BIBA are concerned that people are just 
buying online without reading the terms.” 

His comments follow the publication of data 
earlier this year, suggesting that uninsured 
victims of burglary face an annual bill of £200 
million.
